BRIBERY BILL. 


This Bill came up for second reading. 

Ou motion ot Hon. Atturney General the 
Bill was read a second time, and sem to 
Committee of the Whole—Mr. Alston in the 
Chair. 

_Clause 1, passed, of which we give a synop- 
sis—anc provides that the following persous 
shall be deemed guilty of bribery, and shall 
be punishable accurdiogly :

rectly by bimself, or by any other on 
his behalf, give, el. ob agra © give or 
lend, promise to procure valuable considera- 
tion toany voter, of on bebalf of any voter, 
in order to induce any voter to vote or refrain 
from voting, or sball corruptly do any such 
act as aforesaid oa accoant of such vote, &c. 

Every person who shall give, or agree to 
procure, promise to procure, or to endeavor 
to procure any office, place, of employment, 
to or for any voter, &c. 

Every person who shall, directly or indi- 
rectly, muke, or offer any gift to any person, 
in order to induce such pergon to procure or 
endeavor to procure the return of any person 
to serve in the Legisiatufe, or the vote of 
any voter at any election. 

Every person who shall, upon or in conge- 
quence of any such gift, loan, off. r, promise, 
procurement, or agreement, procure or ¢a- 
gage, promise or endeavour to procure the 
return of any persun to serve io the Legisia- 
ture, or the vote of auy voter at any election. 

Every person who shall advance, or pay, 
or cause to ke paid any money to or for the 
use-of any other person, with the intent that 
such mouey, or any part thereot, shall be ex- 
pended in bribery at an election, or who 
shall knowingly pay or cause to be paid any 
money to any person in discharge or repay~ 
mentof any money wholly or in part expend- 
ed in bribery, at any elcrtion ; aod any. per- 
son so Offending shall be, guilty of a misde- 
meanor, punishable by fine and imprison 

vent, and shall also be liable to forfeit the 
sum uf $500 to »py person who shall sue for 
tle sume, together with the fall costs of suit. 
Provided always that this Act shall mot ex- 
tend; or be cousirued to extend, to any 
moury paid, or agreed to be paid for on nc- 
count of any legal expenses bona fide incur- 
red at of conceruing any electiva. 

Clause 2 passed* without amendment—and 
is us follows: 

Every voter who shall, before or dnring any 
election, directly or indirectly, by himself on 
by any otber person on Lis behalf, receive, 
agree, or contract for any money, gift, loan, 
or valuable consideration, office, place or em- 
ployment for himself or for xny other person, 
for voting or agreeing to vote, or for refraio- 
ing, or sgreeing to refrain from voting at auy 
election. 

Every person who sball after any election, 
directly or indirectly, by himeelf, or by any 
other person on his behalf, receive any money 
or valuable consideration on account of any 
person having voted or refrained trom yotiog, 
or baving induced any other person to vote or 
retrain from voting at any election, and any 
person so offending shall be guilty of a mis- 
deameanor, punishable by fine or imiprison- 
ment; and shall also be liable to fforeit the 
sum of $50 to any person who shall sue for 
the same, together will costs of suit. | 

Clause 3 provides that candidates shall for- 
feit $250 for treating or entertaining or cor- 
ruptly influencing votes ; and voters corrupt- 
ly accepting meal, drink &c., their votes shall 
be null and void. 

Clause 4 provides against intimidation of 
every sort, in voting at elections—under pen- 
alty ot fine or imprisonment, and to forteit 
$250, together wita costs of suit, to ény per- 
son who should sue for same. 

Clause 5 ia as follows : : 

It shall uot be lawful for any Candidate, or 
eny one on bis behalf, at any e-ection, to pay 
any money on account of the conveyance of 
any voter to the poll, either to the voter 
himself or any person on his behalf, nor to 
pay any mouey or give any valuable consid- 
cration to any voter for or in respect of bis 
wavelling expenses for such purpose ; and if 
any such candidate, or any person on bis be- 
half, shell pay any money on account of the 
conveyance of any soter to the poll, or in re- 

t of bis travelling expenses, such pay- 
ment shall be deemed to be an illegul pay- 
mat within the meaning of this Act. 

Synopsis of clauses, 67 and 8: 

No Candidate shail, give or provide any 
cockade, ribbon, or other mark of distinction, 
avd every person 80 giviag or providing; 
shall for every such offence forfeit the sum 
of Ten Dollars to such person as shall sue 
fur the same, together with full costs of suit; 
and ail p»yments made for or om account of 
any vbairiog, or any such cockade, as #fore- 
said, or of any bands of music, flags, © 
paoners, shall be deemed illegal ' payments 
within shis Act.

Clauses 19, 20 and, 21 were amalgamated 
into one elause, on motion of the Hon. At- 
torney General. Jt provides for the pay- 
ment of the pers mal expenses of Candidates, 
the duty of the Retearsing Officer and in the 
event of the death or legal :ncapacity of any 
agent appointed, the Candidate shall forth- 
with appeiat another agent in his place. 

Clauses 22 and 23 wére also amalgimated 
and read as one clause. It provides that all 
bills incurred by any Candidate, shull be 
presented for payment within one month 
after the election. -[n case of death within 
the said month of any person claiming the 
amount of such bill, the legal representatives 
of such person shall send in such bill. 

Clause 24 provides that all expenses ia- 
curred by the Candidates must be sent in to 
the Returaing Officer within two months 
after the election, who shell publish the 
same at the expense of the Candidate withia 
14 days after receiving the same. 

Clause 25 is the explanatory clause of the 
Aet. . 

Clause 26 provides that this Act shall be 
takea te apply to ‘the Constitution Act 
1871." } 

Clause 27. This Act may be cited. as 
“the corrupt practices Prevention Act 1871." 
Passed. The p eamble and title were read 
and passed. Un motion, the Committee rose 
and reported the bill complete. The Speaker 
resumed the Chair, and the bill was read a 
third time and passed.
